Gentlemen: 

As Treasurer of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, I have filed a detailed report 
covering the financial transactions for the calendar year 1969. This report will 
be submitted to our auditor. 

On December 31, 1969, the book value of the investments in the Consolidated 
Endowment Fund, including cash awaiting investment of $59,225.21, aggregated 
$3,468,088.04. Income from investment amounted to $172,602.82 or a yield of 
4.97*. (1968 yield 5.3^). 

Since the last meeting, we purchased 18 shares of Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey and 205 shares of R. J. Reynolds Co., from the Gallery Fund donations, in 
the amount of $10,333.08. We also transferred $25,000.00 from the Endowment Fund 
to the Gallery Fund to meet current obligations. 

In the Gallery, which includes the Clark Wing, total expenses in 1969 exceeded 
the income by $189,793.28. Budget expenses exceeded the income by $172,497.54. 

The budget expenses of $675,3^5*94 exceeded the budget of $610,450 by $64,935*91. 

( 110 . 60 *). 

The Art School income exceeded the expenses by $8,147.46. This covers the 
fiscal period September 1, 1969 through December 31, 1969. 

Total cash, as of December 31, 1969, for operating expenses amounted to 
$85,344.2^. The Gallery Fund, cash in bank is as follows:

Aldie conveyed to me as Chairman of the Committee on the Art 
School your request for the Committee’s views on supervision of 
the Art School even though you recognized that the newly formed 
Committee has had little time to gain insight into School affairs. 

The purpose of this letter is to convey to you the results 
of the deliberation on your request in a meeting held on January 14, 
1970, After listening to Aldie’s presentation of the problem and 
after due discussion, the Committee resolved unanimously to recom¬ 
mend to you that Mr, Slade be appointed Dean of the Art School by 
February 3, 1970, vice Mr, Eugene Myers, 

The Committee deliberated as to whether to offer a further 
comment on a possible role for Mr, Myers elsewhere in the Corcoran 
complex, and we resolved to leave the responsibility for this recom¬ 
mendation to the Executive Vice President and yourself, supporting 
whatever decision is made. This resolution was adopted after ex¬ 
pression of views ranging from "his retention in any role in the 
Corcoran complex would perpetuate some of the problems we were 
seeking to solve" to "his proven administrative ability should 
be preserved for the benefit of the Corcoran complex,” 

Realizing that the decision on appointments of senior School 
staff, at least in the circumstances, rests with higher authority 
than our Committee, I requested Committee members to avoid all 
comment on the substance of this letter in the hope that public 
speculation regarding possible personnel changes could be con¬ 
tained until your decision is made, 

I am forwarding these comments to you through Aldie.

SECTION A - BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Officers 


I. The officers of the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art shall 
he a President, Vice President, Second Vice President, Executive Vice President, 
Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Assistant Treasurer and such other 
officers as may in the opinion of the Board of Trustees he necessary in -the 
proper conduct of the Gallery and its Art School. The officers shall he elected 
annually /by ballot/ at the stated meeting in January. The President, Vice- 
President , and the /and First end/ Second Vice President shall he members of 
the Board. 

The honorary position of Director Emeritus may he created hy the Board of 
Trustees upon the retirement of a Director of the Gallery. 

If for any reason there should he a failure to elect officers as herein 
provided, an election may he had for the unexpired part of the year at any sub¬ 
sequent stated.meeting, or at any special meeting to he called for that purpose* 

On any failure to elect officers, the then existing officers of the Board of 
Trustees shall continue to serve until their successors are duly chosen. 

Meetings 

II. There shall he four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees in each year, 
which shall he held on the last Monday in January, April, July and October. The 
annual meeting shall be held at the stated meeting on the last Monday in January / 7_7 
in each year. All meetings shall he held at the Gallery, except when some other 
place is agreed upon hy the Board. The President (or, in his absence, the Vice 
President, or, in the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
Second Vice President) may either advance or postpone any meeting if, in his 
judgment, it should he found desirable to do so. 

/Special Meetings/

The President, or in his absence a Vice President, may call’ a special 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. Upon the request of three Trustees^ the 
Secretary shall call a special meeting. The object of the meeting shall he 
stated in the call, and no other business shall he transacted without the 
unanimous consent of the members present. 

In case of the absence or inability to act of the President, the Vice President 
and the Second Vice President, the Secretary //_/ or any member may call the meeting to 
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order, and the Trustees shall then elect one of its members to act as President 
pro tesroore* 

Duties of Officers 
The President 

III. The duties of the President shall be to preside at all meetings of the 
Board of Trustees and decide points of order without debate, except on appeal; 
to appoint, unless otherwise ordered, all standing and special committees of 
the Board of Trustees and to perform such other duties as may be devolved upon 
him by the Board of Trustees. He shall be a member ex officio of all Committees 
of the Trustees. 

Tlie Vice President 

TV. The Vice President shall perform all the duties of the President during 
the absence or inability to act of that officer. 

The Second Vice President 

V* The Second Vice President shall perform all the duties of the President 
and Vice President, during the absence or inability to act of these officers. 

The Executive Vice President 

VI. The Executive Vice President shall be the representative of the Trustees 
in the management of the Gallery and the Art School. He shall prescribe the duties 
of the Director of the Gallery and the Dean of the Art School, who shall report to 
him. Ke shall be a member ex officio of all Committees of the Trustees, except 
the Executive Committee. He shall be a member of and Chairman of the Eoard of 
Governors. 


The Secretary 

VII. The Secretary, under the general direction of the Board of Trustees, shall 
have charge of records of the Corporation and send or cause to be sent, all 
notices of meeting, election and appointment. He shall have the custody of the 
seal of the Corporation. 

In the absence or disability of the Secretary, or at his direction, the 
Assistant Secretary shall perform the duties of the Secretary. 

The Treasurer

VIII. The Treasurer shall receipt for oil monies belonging to'the Corporation 
deposited with him, and shall place the same to its credit in a depository 
approved by the Board of Trustees. 

He shall receive all bills presented to him end shall make payment of 
same after he has determined that they are valid obligations of the Corporation. 

He shall have the custody of the securities of the Corporation, end, subject 
to the approval of the Investment Committee, the care, management, purchase and 
sale of the same.

He shell keep an account of all receipts and expenditures, and shall make 
a report of the financial condition of the Corporation at each annual meeting. 
This report shall he referred to the Gallery's auditors for audit. He shall 
make reports at other stated meetings as may be determined by the Trustees. 

In the absence or disability of the Treasurer, or at his direction, the 
Assistant Treasurer siiall perform the duties of the Treasurer. 

The Treasurer, or the Assistant Treasurer, shall, if required by tlie 
Trustees, give bond for the faithful performance of his duties. 


SECTIGH B - BOARD OF GOVERNORS 

I. The Board of Trustees shall elect not less than fifteen (15) nor more 
than thirty' Tjo) individuals to constitute tlx; Board of Governors of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art. The Board of Governors shall at oil times act as agents of the 
Trustees in carrying out the trusts, intents, uses and purposes of the Deed of 
Gift. The first one-third j five/ elected shall serve for terms of one year; the 
second third terms of Wo years; and the balance for terms of three 

years. /Additional members of the Board may be elected by the Trustees for terms 
of Wires years// Upon the expiration of the original terms the Board of Governors 
shall thereafter recommend to the Trustees individuals to fill the vacancies, who 
shall each serve for three-year terras. 


Meetings

The Board of Governors shall meet on the first /second/ Monday of February, 
/jemuar// May, /April/ August /Ju lgj and Hovcmbor /end October/. The annual meet¬ 
ing shall be the regular meeting in the month of February /January/. Special meet¬ 
ings may be called by the Chairman or on th® request of five members of the Board.

A quorum 
at a regular or special meeting shall consist of a majority of the members of the 
Board.

In reply to your telephone call of January Twenty Second with regard to the up - 
dating of the Architectural Report of 1967, we are pleased to make the following 
proposal. 

On the assumption that this revision will not involve, as you implied, a com¬ 
pletely new concept of remodeling, we suggest that we be allowed to charge on 
the basis of our payroll cost (and those of our Engineers) multiplied by a factor 
of 2 -1/2, with a top limit of $4,800. It is our opinion that our actual costs will 
be below this limit as they were in our original report, but we cannot guarantee 
it. Since we do not know the number of copies you may wish to have for dis - 
tribution, we suggest that the cost of printing and binding of this report not be 
made a part of this proposal.

Gentlemen: 

As Treasurer of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, I have filed a detailed report 
covering the financial transactions for the calendar year 1969. This report will 
be submitted to our auditor. 

On December 31, 1969, the book value of the investments in the Consolidated 
Endowment Fund, including cash awaiting investment of $59,223.21, aggregated 
$3,468,088.04. Income from investment amounted to $172,602.82 or a yield of 
4.97*. (1968 yield 5.3*). 

Since the last meeting, we purchased 18 shares of Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey and 205 shares of R. J. Reynolds Co., from the Gallery Fund donations, in 
the amount of $10,333.08. We also transferred $25,000.00 from the Endowment Fund 
to the Gallery Fund to meet current obligations. 

In the Gallery, which includes the Clark Wing, total expenses in 1969 exceeded 
the income by $189,793*28. Budget expenses exceeded the income by $172,497.54. 

The budget expenses of $675,385*94 exceeded the budget of $610,450 by $64,935*91. 

( 110 . 60 *). 

The Art School income exceeded the expenses by $8,14 7 .46. This covers the 
fiscal period September 1, 1969 through December 31, 1969. 

Total cash, as of December 31, 1969, for operating expenses amounted to 
$85,344.27. The Gallery Fund, cash in bank is as follows:

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QUARTERLY REPORT 


OCTOBER - DECEMBER 1969 
DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 

January 11, 1970 

During this quarter, a major preoccupation of the,Development Office was trying to 
secure funds to underwrite the Paolo Soleri exhibition and two proposed catalogs. The 
Corcoran has so far received promise of a grant of $22,000 from the Prudential Insurance 
Company of America to underwrite the exhibition itself and a grant of $10,000 from the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development to underwrite the boxed catalog. It should 
be noted that fulfilling the procedural and public relations requests for these two 
grants has been and continues to be extremely time consuming. The Development Office is 
still endeavoring to obtain underwriting for catalog number #2 in connection with this 
exhibition. 

During this quarter, the Development Office prepared a request to the D. C. Commission 
on Fine Arts for $100,000 a year to support the Gallery's operation. We have no indication 
as to how this request will fare in 1970 but the Corcoran must in the future look to 
the city for budget support, just as the museums in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and other cities now do. 

A request was also prepared for $7,500 to the Junior League of Washington for a two 
year pilot project involving workshops for Spanish speaking children in the Greater 
Metropolitan area. The League has expressed interest in this project but will not take 
final action on the application until May. 

The Corcoran Gallery received a grant of $500 from the Queene Ferry Coonley Foundation 
for integrated mixed-media workshops for D. C. school children. 

The Development Office during this quarter has also been deeply involved in sorting 
out the mechanics of billing our membership and asking them for annual gifts, exploring 
the feasibility of launching a capital campaign sometime in the future and preparing a 
timetable for this, and preparing a floor plan/membership brochure for distribution to all 
Gallery visitors.

NOTES ON JOINT EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING 


Sept 


A General Statement 

The Trustees wish to delegate to the Board of Governors and the 
Joint Executive Committee such authority over the administration of 
the Gallery as it may legally do under the terms of the Deed of Gift 
and Special Act of Congress under which it is incorporated. It was 
felt that the exercise of this authority should be vested in the six 
joint committees reporting through the Governors to a newly created 
Joint Executive Committee of the Trustees and Governors. It was 
felt that each of the six joint committees would work out with the 
Joint Executive Committee guidelines as to their authority and modus 
operandi. Actions of the Jonnt Executive Committee would be subject 
to ratification by the Trustees. 

B Changes in By-Laws and/or procedures which might be contemplated 

1. Establishment of a Joint Executive Committee, to consist 
of the Executive Committees of the Board of Trustees and the Board 
of Governors. 

2. Governors to meet as a full body on the Monday one week 
prior to the meeting of the Trustees, the penultimate Monday of the 
month. 

3. The Joint Executive Committee to meet on the Thursday 
subsequent to the meeting of the Governors and immediately prior to 
the Trustees meeting, and at such other times as the Chairmen of the 
two Executive Committees shall jointly establish. 

4. The President of the Trustees shall serve as Chairman of 
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Committee of the Governors shall be Vice-Chairman. 

5. The Development Committee and the Committee on Special 
Projects (for educational activities and programs outside the build¬ 
ing) shall be instituted as standing committees of the Trustees with¬ 
in the guidelines established for the committees which currently 
exist. Other committees are Works of Art, Art School, Finance, 
Buildings and Grounds. The coordiant ion of operations and Long 
Range Policy and Planning would be the responsibIity of the Joint 
Executive Committee. 

6. Committee Chairmen and/or Vice-Chairmen who are not bfi 
election members of the Joint Executive Committee would be invited 
to attend meetings of the Joint Executibe Committee when matters 
concerning their committees are under consideration. 

7. All members of the Joint Executive Committee shall have 
an equal bote in forwarding their recommendations to the Trustees. 

8. The Director of the Gallery and the Dean of the Aet School 
may be invited to attend all meetings of the Joint Executive Committee 
as we I I as the meetings of the Trustees and Governors, exeept at or 
during Executive Sessions therefif. 

9. The Board of Governors will have access to all reports. 

The Governors will comment and make recommenddli i ons on these reports 
before forwarding them to the Trustees through the Joint Executive 
Committee. A further purpose of the meetings of the Board of

committees so that balanced recommendations can be forwarded to the 
Joint Executive Committee. 

10. The Chairman or the appointed representative of such 
auxiliary gropps as the Women's Committee, the Friends and the 
National Committee may be invited to attend meetings of the Board 
of Governors as appropriate. 

8 II. The Joint Execut ive Committee will be empowered to take 
interim action with the limits of their authority, reproting such 
action at the subsequent meetings of their boards. 

12. The Board of Trustees will consult with the Joint 
Exeaotive Committee prior to a final action whibh might disapprove 
a recommendation of the Joint Executive Committee. 

13. A quorum for all meetings of the Board of Governors shall 
consist of 1/3 of the voting members.
